The 
quality of our stock is the same as in the past; although 
we have had to raise some prices due to the high cost 
of operating, most of our items still remain the same. 


As you will notice, we had to discontinue the 10c 
and 15c perennials in lots of one or two each variety. 
Most people naturally want their plants labeled, and 
as we have thousands of orders for perennials, this 
became a most difficult problem in small divided orders. 


We have, therefore, decided to set a uniform price 
on all our perennials, with the exception of a very few 
which take longer to raise, and will be slightly higher 
than the average plant. The perennials we will ship 
you this year will be heavier plants and of excellent 
quality. 

The standard price on most of our perennials is 25c 
each, and five plants for $1.15. If you can use several 
plants of one variety we have made up two special 


pages of 2-year seedlings which can be bought at 
prices in the quantities as stated. (See pages 19 and 20.) 

In order to save time and unnecessary correspond- 
ence, please do not order from old catalogs, as this all 
will result in a delay in getting your order booked, 
and it will be absolutely ne¢essary to send your order 
back for correction. 

All orders which contain stamps or where we are 
asked to ship C.O.D. will not be accepted. We have 
in the past found ourselves at the end of the shipping 
season with hundreds of dollars worth of stamps, 
which we cannot cash in for full value. Stamps are 
not legal tender. 

C.O.D. orders are also very costly to handle. Many 
customers are honest in all dealings and will accept the 
C.O.D. when shipped to them, but a good many are 
never taken out. This just doubles our expenses and 
causes the loss of hundreds of dollars in stock. Please 


do not send stamps or ask us to send any stock C.O.D.

Evergreens require but ordinary garden soil. A good coating of 
manure or fertilizer mixed with the soil before planting will great- 
ly enhance their beauty and increase the yearly growth. Set trees 
the same depth as they have been growing in the nursery. For 
trees without ball of soil, spread the roots out and downward. 
Press the soil firmly around the roots and then give the trees a 
good drink of water. No more watering is needed unless the 
weather should be very dry and arid.

This exquisite fall flowering tree was brought in 1777 from the 
banks of the Altamaha River in Georgia to Bartram’s garden at 
Philadelphia. John Bartram, recognizing its extraordinary beauty and 
value, named it in honor of his life-long friend, Benjamin Franklin. 

The original grove of Franklin trees was again visited in 1790, but 
from that day to this no one has seen these trees growing in the 
wild though many expeditions have searched the banks of the Alta- 
maha for it. 

Franklin’s tree is beautiful in detail and marvelous in landscape 
effect besides blooming at a season when few shrubs or trees are in 
flower. 

The slender trunk and graceful branches are so muscular and 
sinewy in appearance that one almost expects motion as under a 
greyhound’s skin. The bark is smooth and dark gray, with wavering 
lengthwise markings of lighter color. 

Each twig develops at its tip a cluster of buds of graduated size, 
like overgrown greenish pearls. Early in August the largest of these 
attain the size of marbles. Then the guard petal folds back, still re- 
taining its firm spherical form. From its shelter emerge four other 
petals, satiny, snowy white, elaborately frilled and pleated. The 
snowy, frilly chalice, three inches in diameter, holds a sumptuous 
mass of orange-gold stamens and breathes forth a delicate, balmy 
fragrance. 

Each flower lasts two or three days and then drops cleanly. There 
is a constant succession of bloom till hard frost. We frequently get 
the unusual effect of a tree clad in crimson autumn foliage and 
abundantly starred with white flowers. ; 

The Franklinia begins blooming when not more than three or four 
feet high. Young trees under favorable conditions increase in height 
a foot or more each season. Specimens thirty feet high are known. 
It develops naturally with several trunks, but may easily be trained 
to a single trunk by removing the sprouts which start from the base. 

Franklinia prefers full sun and has proven enirely hardy about 
New York and hardy in favorable locations about Boston. It is an 
especially desirable tree for the small intimate garden, loved and 
lived in. It is a charming lawn tree and the grass may be allowed to 
grow closely about the trunk. It also thrives when planted by pools, 
lakes and streams.
